DR. KARL HEINZ HOFFMANN, 3 witness, took the stand and testified 
as follows: 

BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

Raise your right hand and repeat after me: I swear by God, the 
Almighty and Omniscient, that I will speak the pure truth and will withhold 
and add nothing. 

(The witness repeated the oath. ) 

Q What is your full name? 

4 Karl Heinz Hoffmann. 

Q You may sit down. 

DR. MERKEL: I shall ask this witness questions concerning the tasks, 
aims, activities and methods of the Security Police in Denmark, the Netherlands 
and Norway, from 1940 to 1944, and, secondly, concerning the deportation and 
arrests of French Statesmen and Generals by the Gestapo. 


DIRECT EXAMINATION 
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Q Witness, will you please depict very briefly your professional career 


after you had taken your legal examination? 


Tq 
A After I had finished my education and passed by. legal examination and 


had been made judge in 1937, I applied for a position with three different 
authorities. I was employed by the Police and was x first given a position as 
Senior Assistant Judge in the Police Office in Koblenz. Afterwards I was made 
Deputy there and became Political Consultant for the Government, In 1939 I 
took over the same position in Düsseldorf, At the outbreak of war I became 
Consultant of the Inspector of Security Police and after the occupation of the 
Netherlands I was transferred to the same position in Denmark and was employed 
with the administrative work in the office of the Commander-in-Chief of Police, 
In 1940 I was transferred to the Reichs Ministry of the Interior and commandeered 
to the Office of the Secret State Police. I was there given the division or the 
desk concerning itself with Western European questions until September 1943. 
In September 194,3 I was transferred to the office of the Chief of State Police 
in Denmark and given charge of the Office of the Gestapo Department IV. 
Q When did you enter the Party? 
On the lst of December 1932, 
When did you enter the SS. 
Within the scope of the coordinating decree in October or November 1939, 
What was the highest rank you held with the SS? 
A SS Sttrmbannfthrer, 
Q Had the Gestapo made preparations for training or preparations gfxXka 
yank for employment of its work in Western Europe? 


A As I worked as an administrative official with this office in Holland 


oe : 
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I should have known if any such preparation for training would have been made, 
No such preparation for training was carried out, 

Q Did your office know anything at all concerning the general matters of 
the government? 

A We knew nothing of this. For example, we learned of the occupation of 
Norway and Denmark, like everyone else, through the press, and we did not even 
know anything of the beginning of the west offensive although we xes worked con- 
cerning questions of the Dutch Border that was only 160 kilometers distant, 

Q What was the position of the person who had been appointed x the repre- 
sentative of the German Ambassador in Denmark after the occupation of Denmark 
by German troops? 

A As Denmark had accepted the proclamation issued by Germany the sovereignty 
of Denmark was further recognized and the Ambassador remained such with further 
powers, 

Q Did the Reich Plenipotentiary in Denmark have for his assistants, 
personnel of the Security Police and Gestapo? 

A When the offices were staffed with additional men later about 10 or 15 
men belonging to the criminal police and the state police were employed. 

Q Did these officials have executive powers in Denmark? 

A At first these officials had no executive powers which were left to 
the Danish Police, They were not even allowed to carry out any intelligence work, 

MR. MC ILWRAITH: Are you reading the answers to these questions? 
WITNESS: No. 
LT. HARRIS: I would like to see the notes that the witness is using.

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I would like the record to show that the witness has had in his hands a copy 
of the questions that the counsel is putting to him and also that there are 
pencilled notes after each question. 

MR. McIL/RAITH: Dr. Merkel it is perfectly in order for the witness 
to have notes of his previous occupations and dates but it is not suitable for 
him to have before him notes from which he will make answer to your cuestions 
because that will throw doubt on the validity of his testimony. 

DR. MERKEL: Would you please then show in the record that the witness 
is no longer using my questions? 

BY DR. MERKEL: 

Q How did you cooperate with the Danish Police? 

A The cooperation with the Danish Police, which had already existed beforé 
the occupation, was continued and the officials who were employed were charged 
with discussing the questions and problems that cropped up with the Danish Police. 

Q Did the Danish Army continue to exist? 

A Yes. 

Q When and why did any change occur in this? 

A Slowly acts of sabotage began to grow in Denmark which brought about a 
tensening of the relationship between Germany and Denmark, Above all the army 
urged us to stop these acts of sabotage. 

Q Who created the office of the Police Attache in Denmark? 

A The Office of the Police Attache was created by the Foreign Office in 
cooperation with the Gestapo Office in order to coordinate the police work in 
Denmark and at the same time further respect Danish Sovereignty. 


Q Under whgejurisdiction was the Police Attache? 


A He was under the jurisdiction for one thing of the Foreign Office 24

and for another thing as far as the fields of wrk were concerned, under the 
jurisdiction of the different Police Offices in the Reich and he of course had 
to adhere strictly to the regulations laid down by the Reich Plenipotentiary. 

Q Were Police Forces reinforced in Denmark at that time? 

A A short time later the personnel of the offices was reinforced and at 
the same time, when the office of the Reichs Plenipotentiary was instituted, who 
was at that time Dr, Best in Denmark, the Police was allowed to do certain 
intelligence work in order to combat the resistance movement that was beginnning 
to rise.

LT. HARRIS: May I just inquire as to what time £hxxexf£xxkx refersto? 

Q To what time does this refer and about how strong was the Police of 

Denmark at that time? 


A This refers to the time between the fall of 1942 and the beginning of 
1943, and they were about 40 officials strong at that time. I can only give 
an estimate of this number. 

Q What attitude did the Gestapo take towards the end of 1942 when acts 
of sabotage began to xxu occur mre frequently? 

A The position of the Gestapo at that time was that these acts of sabotage 
were being carried out in order to provoke Germany to take stricter measures 
and also stricter measures against the population so as to weaken the authority 
and in order to enable the resistance movement to increase its activities, 

Q When were you in Copenhagen as Deputy of the Chief of Amt IV in order 
to study relations or conditions there? 

A In November and December 1942. 


Q Please depict very briefly the situation in Denmark as far as the £u 


Security Police was concerned, 
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A It was proposed at that time to let the sovereignty of Denmark and the 
administration of the Danish Offices continue to operate so that the Danish 
Offices themselves should bring about again a situation of order, all the more e 
as the Lex | had been created for Denmark which allowed Denmark to punish "S 
Danish Nationals itself, The sentencing of any violators or offenders was to 
be carried out by Danish Courts as far as possible. At this time, for example, 
Danish Police also took measures against parachute agents. 

Q Why was a state of Martial Law declared in Denmark in 1943 contrary to 
the se laws and the Danish Army disarmed? 3 

A The acts of sabotage and the unrest in cities had increased and the 
German army feared steps by the Danish Army in its rear in case an invasion of 
Denmark should occur. 

Q Describe briefly further developments later on. 

A When the state of Martial Law was declared the Danish Government with- 
drew and when, in 1943, 300 Danish Nationals were arrested the situation was such 
that it was impossible for a new Danish Government to be formed, especially as 
at this time the deportation of Danish nationals of Jewish faith was being 
undertaken. 

Q When and why was the Office of the Chief of the Security Police in 
Denmark instituted? 

A After this state of Martial Law had been created, as there was no longer 
any Danish Army for the protection of the country, the Office of the Chief of 
Security Police had to be created for the protection of the interests of tne 
Dane s, 


© Does this represent the end of developments in Denmark on the Security 


Police Sector? 7 
uU 
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A No. Further development, of course corresponded to the further political 
development in this country and the development of the entire military or war 
situation. 

Q How was the Office of the Chief of the Security Police organized? 

A The head of the office was the Commander. Under him there was Department 
l which concerned itself with questions of personnel and administration; Depart- 
ment III for the SD, Department IV for the State Police, Department V for the 
Criminal Police and Department VI for intelligence. There were, moreover, 
throughout the country, liaison offices of the Security Police and SD and 
Frontier Police Commissary Offices. 

Q Under whose jurisdiction was the Chief of the Security Police? 

A The Chief of the Security Police and the SD was under the jurisdiction 
of the Higher SS and Police Leader, In case of an invasion, that is if in 
Denmark combat actions were being carried out and in case of Martial Law, he 

was under the jurisdiction of the military commander-in-chief. 

Q Of what personnel was the office and liaison offices of the B.D.S. 
compose d? 

A Department IV was composed 25% to 30% of mxkxkmx officials of the 
criminal department of the State Police reinforced by officials of the Secret 
Military Police and by Danish Nationals who were used as interpreters and by 

people who had been drafted for emergency stay of serve? e vl 


Q Did the members of the State Police Offices in Denmark volunteer their 


services or not? 


A It was not possible to volunteer for service. One was either ordered 


or transferred, / 
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© What were the missions of the Security Police in Denmark? 

. A The mission was the protection of the German Army from attacks and the 
screening off of Germany from intelligence that left from Denmark by means of 
agents, 

Q From whom did the ووه‎ Offices in Denmark receive their binding in- 
structions and concerning what spheres of work? 

A The instructions and binding orders were given by the Higher SS and 
Police Leader and by the Reichs Main Security Office and any political wishes 
of the Reichs Plenipotentiary had to be respected. In case/ state of Martial Law 
was declared the orders of the military commander had to be carried out. 

Q To what sort of work did the instructions of the Higher SS and Police 
Leader and to what sort of work did the instructions of the Reichs Main Security 
Office concern themselves? 

A The Higher SS and Police Leader gave instructions concerning questions 
that rose from Denmark Proper and the Reichs Main Security Office gave basic 
instruc tions. 

Q Why was there a separation of the Offices of the Security Police and the 
SD in Denmark? 

A The branch offices were separate because the police had asked that only 
police officials should be placed in charge of such offices; ORIRE very 
often members of the SD also were placed in charge of liaison offices, 

Q What was the mission of the Secret Military Folice in Denmark, how 
strong was it and when were they taken over by the Security Police Office in 


Denmark? 


/ 
/ 
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A Only small number s of the members of the Secret Field Police handled 
questions of police work in Denmark, Later on two groups were transferred to 
Denmark with the purpose of being amalgamated by the Security Police. This 
may have been in the middle of 1944. 

Q Did these members of the Security Military Police volunteer for their 
positions with the Security Police or not? 

A No. They were drafted according to the emergency regulations, 

Q What was the position and the work of the Higher SS and Police Leader 
in Denmark and under whose jurisdiction was he placed? 

A The Higher SS and Police Leader was the highest representative of the 
Police in Denmark and under him there were the Order Police, the Security Police, 
the Waffen-SS and &ll Danish SS formations and also the Schallburg Corps. He was 
the immediate subordinate of the Reichsfuehrer-SS and held authority, as far as 
his sphere of work was concerned, that corresponded to that of the military 
commander and the Reichs Plenipotentiary in Denmark. 


Q You were the head of Department IV, that is the department that concerned 
itself with Gestapo questions. What directives were issued to you? 


A Our instructions were the protection of the German Army in Denmark, the 
screening off of Denmark from Germany of espionage to German, at the same time 
respecting Danish Sovereignty and cooperating with the Danish Police. 

Q How was the employment of the Danish Police regulated? 

A The Danish Police were entirely independent of us and restricted only 
in so far 35 the German Security Police carried out or held executive power 


within the framework of the missions just mentioned. 
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Q What intention had the Higher Political Leadership Group concerning 

the employment of the Danish Police. 

MR. McILWRAITH; Is the witness qualified to answer that question? 

DR. MERKEL: In my opinion he is, for he held a very important 
position with the German Police when they cooperated with the Danish Police 
and I believe that he can answer, 

MR. McILWRAITH: But is a member of the Nazi Leadership Corpg 

DR. MERKEL: No, he was not, but the instructions and the missions 
that had been taken by this group were told to the police offices in Denmark, 

MR. McILWRAITH; Very well, 
BY DR. MERKEL: 

A The Commander-in-Chief of the Security Police and the Higher SS and 
Police Leader negotiated with the Danish Police concerning the employment of 
Danish Police in combatting efforts of sabotage. 45 the State Police considered 
the cooperation of the Danish Police impossible, it began to carry out its own 
work independent of the Danish Police. 

Q Was the Danish Police given the list of all the names of the persons 
that had been arrested by the Security Police Offices in cooperation of their 
work and Why? 

A These lists were given to the Danish Police so that the Danish Police 
could see to taking care of the families of the people concerned. There was 
a decree in the Reich stating that the State Police had to see to taking care 
of the families of people arrested by the State Police and that corresponding 
welfare x organizations had to be informed. We wanted the use of similar 


measures to be taken by police in Denmark made possible and we wanted to / 0 


give the Danish Police an inducement to work loyally as long as possible, 
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Q Were offenders given by the Security Police to the Danish Police in 
order to be tried by Danish Courts? 

A I remember three cases where Danish Nationals who had helped other Danish 
Nationals of the Jewish faith to escape to Sweden being handed over to the Danish 
Police and secondly the Security Police had arrested people who had committed 
offences which were of criminal character, Members of this group who had been 
arrested by the German Police authoritie s were handed over to the Danish Police 
authorities. Another case concerning the murder of a certain Mrs, Meyer that 
had been allegedly committed for political reasons when in reality the motive 


was a criminal one was handed over to the Danish Police after the criminal motive 


had been established, 
Q What was the answer given to the shootings of German soldiers by members 


of the Danish resistance movement? 

A As the State Police assumed that these shootings had been carried out 
in order to make Germany take more severe measures against Denmark, the State 
Police employed all the measures allowed to it that had been established by the 
Higher SS and Police Leader as a general preventive regulation. The State Police 
was of the opinion that the only steps that could be taken were to find out who 
the criminals were. As the offenders who stood under army regulations would 
probably not let themselves be kept fram carrying out such further measures ami 
as any other measures would probably only result in having further numbers or 
groups of the population enter the resistance movement, On the person of one of 
the offenders a report concerning the carrying out of an order to liquidate 
Major Gilbert, a German intelligence officer, had been found, 

Q What were the steps taken by the Chief of the Security Police in order 


to bring about a cooperation with the Danish Police in questions of the / / 
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resistance movement? 

A The State Police was of the opinion that the Danish Police should only be 
employed in carrying out masures that were of national interest to the Danish 
Police but should not be employed in measures or in work that was in connection 
with the German interests, as for example, the resistance movement, Therefore 
the German Police tried to prohibit the formation of all formations that rose 
from National Socialist organizations in the country and whose Nationals were 
not Germans. 

Q When and why was the Danish Police finally dissolved? 

A The Danish Police was XkxgXf dissolved in Demember 1944 by the Higher 
SS and Police Leader and a part of the members of the Danish Police deported to 
Germany, because the German Army considered the Danish Police a threat as being 
the last bearers of arms in Denmark and the "anish Police had been proved to 
have played & considerable part in the resistance movement and acts of sabotage. 
In this connection the Chief of the Order Police in Jutmand was proved to have 
been guilty of this and also a number of other high police officials. 

Q Did the State Police in Denmark have a hand in this Decree concerning 
the dissolving of Danish Police offices in Denmark? 

A The Higher SS and Police Leader had prepared the order for the dissolving 
and deportation of Danish Police without using the help of the Gestapo. The 
Gestapo was not given a hand in this until the approval of this Decree had been 
established by the Higher SS and Police Leader and the Chief of the German Police, 
The action itself was carried out by the Order Police to whom some officials of 


the Security Police had been given to assist them in order to secure documents 


and files and in order to select Danish officials who were thought to be guilty. 
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Q About how many men were commandeered to take a part in this? 


A As very many police stations had to be manned I really cannot estimate 


the number, There was always one officialy with every commando that had to 


man one police station, 

Q What alleviations or moderatidns did the Gestapo manage to procure for 
the Danish Nationals who had been arrested in this action? 

A The following measures were carried out by us because the Gestapo feared 
a further strengthening or more acute position with the resistance movement, 
The leading police officials who were known to us were selected in Copenhagen 
and handed over into honorary custody. The office also managed that the officials 
who were evidently ill were also eliminated; further they managed that all 
officials over sixty years of age were eliminated from deportation and we 
reduced this age limit to 55 at our own discretion. The Danish Red Cross was 
asked to send packages immediately to these officials because they were not 
allowed to take any belongings with them. It was further managed that the 
older officials of the Danish Frontier Gendarmerie could be allowed to remain 
in Denmark. When we heard that they were to be deported to a concentration 
camp we applied in Berlin for such a long time until we managed to have them 
given over into prisoner of war camps, For this reason the Chief of the Security 
Police made a special trip to Berlin. Later on we continually sent commissions 
into the camps who were to select individuals and have them returned to Denmark. 

Q Did the Gestapo have a hand in the deportation of these 2,000 Danish 
Police Officials and Frontier Police officials? 

A These deportations were carried out by men of the Order Police, 


Q How did the Jewish actions in Denmerk come about? 
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A A short time after the institution of the Office of the Security Police 
in Denmark an order was issued by the Foreign Office and the Reichs Main Security 
Office in Berlin that a Jewish deportation action had to be carried out, 

© What was the attitude of the Chief of the Security Police towards this 
problem? 

A The Security Police in Denmark opposed this measure with all their means 
because in it they saw the signal key for a general increase of the resistance 
movement in Denmark e 

Q Who carried out this Jewish action - who was responsible for it? 

A Special forces of the Order Police had been transferred from Berlin to 
Denmark for this action and a representative of Eichmann, Sturmbannführer 


Gunther, went to Copenhagen in order to carry out this action, 
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A lt carried out this deportation accordi

A Aside from the deportation of Danish nationals 
of Jewish faith, and of the Danish police and of the Danish 
resistance movement, I know of none.

According to what general directives were M ee 
Danish nationals arrested by the security police in Denmark? 

A They were arrested only if they had taken an 
agtive part in actions against Germany, either by carrying out 
sabotage, lessening the morale of the army and in support 
of these offenses. 
Q You said just now that the Danish police took 

care ofthe members of a famkly of people who had been arrested, 
Was this principle continued after the Dmish police was dissolv- 
ea? 

The regulation was as follows: 

First, every family member was able tor eceive 
information by looking into a file that reported these 
xkkux lists of arrests. After fourteen days every person 
who had a member of his family arrested was able to write 
letters and send packages and see the arrested person from 
time to time. Meany members who made inquiry of the Danish 
foreign office concerning the reasonable cause and the 


probable length of arrest was given information conceming 


these facts. These questions were discussed several times 


a week with one of the leading officials of the Danish P m 
0 


foreign ministry, and at certain intervals they were 
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discussed with Hvass, who is now director of the Danish 


foreign ministry and these discussions. were concerning more 


important cases and specific questions of treatment of these 
inmates. Morever, any family member was able to write or 
deal personally with the department for information and was 
either given an oral or written reply. Some lawyers were 
selected tor epresent these people. 

Q Was the Danish Red Cross given any chance to 
see tothe welfare of inmates, and if so, by which ones? 

A tes, the Director of the Red Cross was a ble 
to select special cases and cal l1l kem them to the attention 
of the authorities. He was 9515 to donate special Christmas 
gifts and also special rations of meat if there was any need. 
Besides this, a Danish physician had been allowed to e xamine 
any inmate upon the request of his family, but fa technical 
reasons this only applied to &mpzmxzax Copenhagen. 

Q What counter measures did the Gestapo take to 

sabotaging

If sabotage was carried out by members. of a factory, according 
to a military viewpoint, the workers were, as a Rx wh ole, 
not concerned. If measures had not been taken against the 
workers the sabotage acts could never have been stopped and 
the only result would have been thet new members would have 
been created by the resistance movement, theo Amy kept on 
making such demands in order that something shoul be done 
against sabotage acts, but asthe army was nc responsible 
for the combating of sabotage acts, the army could not repri- 
mand ar coud not take on it's conscience the result that 
would have come of such measures, ‘this is one of the many 
cases where outside pressure was put upon the Gestapo to 
carry out certain actions and wich the Gestapo had to refuse 
to carry out by reason of it's experiences 

Q In Document D 547, GB 488, there is an order 
issued by Jodl that concerns itself with the deportation of 
members f the Danish army to Germany.
